SANTA BARPARA, Cal, May 11—
At loast 25 persons ara belleved to
have perished In a Jdisastrous wreck
on the coast line of the Southern Pa-

clfie this afterncon, when (he spacial
traln ocarrylng three delegations of
Fastern Bhriners were returning from
4 week of merrymaking at Los Ane
golea, loft the track at Honda, & station
80 milea north of here, and plled up on
the sandy beach, Engine, tender, bag-
gagecar and diner, with three conohes,
are hoaped in hopeless confusion, anl
torror wan added by the wreokage tak-
ing fire, although the flames were
<ulekly extinguished by the surviving
passengoera and tralnmen. Many were
woalded and burned while buried bae
noath the shattered cars,

From north and south ald was rush-
ol at once by special traine. Doctors
and nurses from Santa Barbara and
San Luls Oblspo, raced to the scene
of the wreok. Two carloads of doad
and wounded werg hurried Into Han
Lale Oblspo shortly before 8 o'clock,
and while the bodies of the dead turn-

Two Irreconcilable statements have

been made as to the cause of the
wreck, In one It Is said that Jdrifting
sand along the track formed an ob-
struction with which the engine of the
Evmalla Special collided. The other
report, which was recelved just before
midnight, from Lompoe, ascribes the
dimster to a switch rall, broken or Im-
properly placed. According to the
Lompoe correspondent who viewed the
wreck and obtalned the statements of
the survivors the engine was traveling
at the rate of 40 milen an hour, struck
three projecting pointa of & switeh
rall, ran nlong the rall for about 40
foot und then bumped over the tles for
over & doztn yards, finally plunging
Into the dlteh,

The tender was flung over the en-
#ine by the cars behlnd, The baggage
¢ar and diner, which was evidently the
sovond car, plunged under and over the
engine, an following these were two
heavy Pullman slespers, The greatest
losdt of 1ife eccurred In the diner, which
wroms to have been Alled with pas.
songers, Nobt u person In this cap es-
enped death, The doomed pamsengers
were carried Into close contmct with
the engine, burled undér the cars that
came behind and for the most part
ware scilded to death, The bodles were
teken to Ban Luls Oblepo an are al-
most without excéption horribly mutl.

BAN FRANCIBCO, May 11.—For the
first thme since tae commencément of
the streetcar strike n week ago the
United Rallroads, today operated cuars
In passenger traffe: Durlng the late
hours of the foremoon mnd until five
o'clock In the evening, about 1000 men
and women were carvled. Only two of
tha 80 lines composing the system—
were operated on the BSutter streat
lines, A hundred and twenty-five non«
union motormen and conductors man-
naed the cars. About (00 pollee, a few
of them mounted, guarded the stlrects
ovey whioh the cars were operated.
Aot of violence ocourred at varlous
points during the Jday and hoots and
Joers were mingled with chedrs and
ahouts of approval, but no serlous out-
breaks featured this first actual at-
tompt to resume operation’ of the cars,
Nevertheless the officlals of the com-
pany expresstd no elatlon at the day's
resulte, Thay say it It required 60D
pollceman to make possible the curry-
ing of 26 cars over two miles of track,

FOUR MEN ON BOARD CAPABLE OF MANAGING HER IN SAFTEY

MIZZEN MAST GOES BY THE B OARD BUT STILL HAS TWO MASTS
LEFT—I|8 EQUIPPED WITH GRASS MATTING BSALES AND HAS
ON ARMAMENT OF EIGHT GU NS—SOUTH BAY WILL GO TO HER
ASSISTANCE THIS MORNING AND TOW HER INTO HARBOR.

The celebrated Chinese war junk,
Whang Ho, which left San Franclsco
Tueaday evening for thls port, in tow
of the steamer South Pay, arrived off
the mouth of the Columbla River yes-
terdsy morning, after waiting for the|gnd
biar to quiet down at & o'clock last
evening the South Bay with her tow
headed In. When well on the bar the
hawser, whlch was towing her, snapped
in two and one of her three masts fell,
There was an off-shore breese blowing
and the junk drifted back out Lo sea
towards the north. The South Bay
belng unable to tow mround on the
bar and having pagsengers aboard and
thinking she wus In no Iimmeliate
dnnger, came on In and is now lying
at the Callender dock. At 7 o'clock
Weather Observer Kelliker, at North
Head, telephoned the Astorian that
she was off McKonzie Héad and Jdrift-
Ing slowly to the north and would
probably go ashore on Long Beach.
Shortly afterwards word was recelved
thut she had dropped her anchor anl
wis riding easy. This was confirmed
at 10 o'clogk by Captain Stewart of
the life-saving créw; also that the sea
was moderating and that he thought
she would safely ride out the night.

The Junk made the trip up from Ban
Francisoo In good shape in spite of the
stofmy weather, B8he was a little un-
manageable on account of her rudder,
which ls not as efficlent as It should
be. The trip was made at bhalf speed
and no Injury was done the junk until
the bar here was reachel, There, on
account of the rough water and the
rolling of the ship ,one of her masis
went by the board, Befors this acoi~
dent all of her thrée masts were In
sound condition, although they are
practically unsupported by stays of

any kind.

Durphey is
married to the daughter of D, J, Kel-
ey, a Beattle real estate man, His
wife this morning left here for Seattle,
but refused to see her hushand at the
uil before she departed, although
identifying articles .found in his pos-
sesslon. Durphey's step-father, D. W,
Hicks, {s o farmer living about 13
miles from Spokane.
